.er'ox could make. Upon ChriſtnJfle Even laſt, 

> 'T had inrelſigence,' that hee was marched from 
Mancheſter with ſixreene hundred ſele@ foot , and eight 
Corners of horſe, and rhar upon Chriſtmas day hee was 
to keepe his Rendezvous at Saxdbacke within fix miles 
of my Qizrters : Whercupon I reſolved to march thi- 
ther with the Army , leaving a Regiment of horſe and 
a Regiment of foor for the ſecurity of my Quarters, 
leaſt they of Nantwith ſhou'd in the meane time ſally 
forth , bur wee crme no ſooner within view of Sard- 
backe, but rhe Rebels retrexred in great conſufion , yee 
inregard of a narrow piſſe which was betwixt us and 
them , we con'd nor overtake any of them, and teoke 
vpourquerrer< 1n rheirs that night : There I was infor- 


medbyallthe Counrrey _ » that Brewertoxs forces

were totally diſper'& and returned to their ſeverall 
homes. VW hereupon I commanded Colonel! Fare with 
his Regiment of foor, and my Lord Afolinenx. with his 
horſe to march back to (rew-houſe , a ſtrong place poſſeſ- 
ſed by the Rebells,berwixt Nantwich and Sendbacke, in- 
tending ro march thither my ſelfe with the reſt of the 
Ar:ny the next morning; but asT was upon my march, 
ecrtaine intelligence was brought me by a Scout I had 
ſent forth , that Brewertou was at A1adlewich with all 
his Forces, within three miles of us : VWhereupon I 
immedarely marched thirher, and our Forlorn&-hope 
difcoyered ſeven of their Collonrs drawhe forth of the 
Towne , and-the reſt advancing as faſt as they could z 
Uponthi:,Colonell G:-4fon, and my brother Robert Byron 
advanced with their Regiments, baving the Van that day, 
Sir Afichael Earnley wich his Regiment was forc't to 
ſtay with the Cannon which ſtuck ina'durty langyſo that, 
in thar particular we were-equall, for: they had no Can» 
c with them, and we could make no uſe of ours. The 
Rebels had poſſeſſed themſelves of the hedges, and all 
places of advantage, and gave excellent fire , being the 
prime Traine-band 'men of Laencaſbire; bur our meg 
with great reſolution ran up.to them, and after hor diſ- 
pute, which laſted almoſt an houre and.a halfe, bear them 
our of their hedges, .and uttetly. roured them , / the 
horſe followed theexecution, which was all the ſervice 
they could doe in that place, and purſued them almoſt as 
far as Nantwich, which Garrifon the. Rebels quitred the 
ſzme night, and our men have ſince poſſeſſed therpſelves 
of five of their Collours. We took three hundred pris 
ſoners, with. all rbeit Baggage and Ammunition; at
